6 Exterior 


Central to the originality of 
the Alfa 155’s styling is its 
efficient wedge shape which 
emanates from aerodynamic 
work into optimum road- 
holding and stability ot high 
speeds. As a result, its body 
inclines forwards and its 
waistline downwards, giving 
it an aggressive stance thot 
is classic ‘Alfa Romeo’. Two 
rib lines then converge at the 
front end to emphasise this 
attacking thrust still further 
and provide a visual link 


connecting the front and rear 


light clusters. The back 


pillars are sufficiently narrow 
to maximise rearward vision, 
yet strong enough to 
maintain the structural 
integrity of the car as a 


whole.. 


The front of the car is 
dominated by the famous Alfa 
Romeo badge, located in its 
traditional triangular shield. 
Sculpted contours converge
